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Sheriff Warns 


Urban Cowboys 
About Roping

With cowboy boots and hats and 
riding mechanical bulls being the 
newest chic, it seems as though a group 
of local juveniles have added a new 
dimension to the ‘“‘urban cowboy"’ 
craze. According to Coffee County 
Sheriff Brice Paul, the youngsters are 
trying our their rodeo skills by lassoing 
mailboxes and then pulling them out of 
the ground. 


Sheriff Paul said within the past 
month he has received more than 20 
complaints of mailboxes being stolen or 
destroyed. He has already received six 
similar complaints this week. 


“It appears that some juveniles are 
riding down the road, roping the 
mailboxes and then pulling them out of 
the ground,”’ said Paul. ‘It might seem 
like fun at the time, but I'd like to 
remind them that tampering with 
mailboxes is a federal offense.’’ 


Most of the vandalism incidents 
have occurred north of Elba on the 
Brundidge, Troy, and Brantley 
highways. 


According to the sheriff, the first 
incidents started out with the mailboxes 
apparently being run over with four- 
wheel drive vehicles, but now the 
vandals are trying their skills at roping. 
Paul said he found one uprooted 
mailbox with the rope still around it. 


The sheriff's department also inves- 
tigated two burglaries in the Curtis 
Community which occurred the end of 

ursday,. someone 
entered Cora McBride's house through 
a bathroom window and took approxi- 
mately $35 in assorted change. On 
Saturday, the sheriff was called to Bud 
Scofield’s store to investigate a burglary 
in which some change, knives, cig- 
arettes, and a pair of gloves were 
stolen. Sheriff Paul said this burglar 
was apparently quite small since he 
entered the store through a space 
between burglar bars which was only 
seven and one-fourth inches wide. 
Fingerprints and footprints were taken 
at the scene and both cases are still 
under investigation. 
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Repair Costs Continue To 


Rise For County Machinery 


The Coffee County Commission met 
in regular session on Monday, June 22, 
at the courthouse in Enterprise, and 
heard County Engineer Charles Bowden 
report that continued work to repair his 
department's heavy machinery is 
getting more expensive every year. 


Bowden presented a detailed study 


J of the repair bills of six pieces of 


machinery for a three-year period and 
the total cost of repairs was $81,449.56. 
Individual repair bills ranged from 
$8,224.70 on a D6B bulldozer to 
$21,570.67 on a D6C bulldozer. The 
$81,000 repair bill seemed high until the 
engineer estimated it would cost 
approximately $600,000 to replace the

School Board Opens Bids On 
New Elba Middle School Roof

Construction is expected to begin on 
the Elba Middle School roof within the 
next few weeks and should be finished 
before school begins in late August, 
hopefully ending a problem that has 
continuously plagued city school offi- 
cials for almost 10 years. 


Elba school board members voted 
unanimously Tuesday to accept a bid by 
Associated Builders Corporation to 
replace the middle school roof for 
$81,221. The Ozark company will have 
40 days to complete the roof from the 
day they are officially notified of their 
bid acceptance. 

Bids were submitted by five roofing 
companies and all were higher than the 
board expected. Luther Hill, a Mont- 
gomery architect who designed the new 
high school wing currently under con- 
struction, had estimated that a new roof 
would cost approximately $69,000. Hill 
said he thought that was a very liberal 
estimate, but there were many factors 
in removing the old roof, which might 
account for the increased roofing costs. 

“I thought we were high enough, 
but you just can’t tell about this type 
construction,’’ said Hill. 

Other bids submitted were A-1 
Roofing--$89,820; Hightower Company- 
$86,793; Esmac--$117,496; and Stan- 
dard Roofing Company--$89,890. 

Associated Builders is currently 
constructing the roof on the high school 
addition. 

Board Chairman J. Doug Kendrick 


told the board members to bring plans 


for obtaining and repaying money 
needed for the new roof when they 
attend the next meeting on July 7. 


Kendrick noted that the school board 
did not have the $69,000 that they 
originally thought the roof would cost, 
and “‘we sure don’t have $81,000"’. 


The board has filed a $2.32 million 


lawsuit against Celotex Corporation, the 
company that installed the present roof 
at the school. According to Superinten- 


Se 


dent Elmer Taylor, it has leaked since 
the school opened and Celotex has 
repeatedly failed to sufficiently repair 
the faulty roof. 

The suit cites four counts against 
Celotex and two of its employees, 
James M. Grady of Atlanta and Jerry 
Dyess of Mobile. It asks for $69,725 to 
cover the costs of replacing the roof, but 
Taylor said he hopes to have that count 
amended. The board is also seeking 


$250,000 to cover damages to the 
interior and insulation of the school. 

The final two counts in the suit 
accuses the three defendants of inten- 
tionally breaching a 1972 ‘‘roof inspec- 
tion and service contract’’ and alleges 
that the defendants acted in bad faith by 
refusing to repair the roof. A sum of $1 


million is being sought on each of those *; 


counts.

Two New Brockton residents met 
with the commission in an attempt to 
get roadwork done on the road leading 
to the Friendship Cemetery, near New 
Brockton.

He reported the church did 
not own the property on which the road 
lies and advised the commission not to 
do work on the road unless proper 
easement is acquired. 


Revenue Commissioner Ronnie 
Burns addressed the commission on a 
series of matters. He told them he had 
bids on doing remodeling work needed 
to combine the tax assessor's and tax 
collector's offices at the courthouse in 
‘Elba, and passed them around for 
review. The commission told Burns that 
due to the bid law, formal invitations to 
bid should be sent out, and by a vote of 
4-2, the commission agreed to send out 
invitations to bid on work to be done on 
both courthouses. Voting against the 
motion were Charlie Mack Martin and 
Billy Eagerton. 


Burns also reported he needed to 
hire a part-time employee for his office 
in Enterprise to help complete work on 
tax books. He stated the county could 
lose up to three weeks of revenue if the 
taxes are completed. The commission 
agreed to hire the employee through 
October 1, 1981. 


County Attorney Warren Rowe told 
the commission he had learned the 


attorneys in the suit to have a jail built 
in Enterprise, would ask the court to 
earmark the additional ad valorem taxes 
for use in financing the construction of 
the jail. He suggested the county hire a 
bonded company to complete work on 
the sales tax that was passed for use in 
the construction of the jail.

For less cooling and more moisture removal on humid 
days, set the air-conditioner fan speed at low.

Use fluorescent lights where suitable, including table 
lamps. They can provide the same amount of light as 
incandescent bulbs using only about one-third of the 
electricity, and lasting several times as long.

When buying cooling equipment or any new appliance, 
calculate the cost of the product based on its ‘‘lifetime.'’ This 
includes the initial cost, the anticipated cost of repairs, and 
the cost of energy to run it during its life. Many times the unit 
that costs more initially will save money because of lower 
operating costs.

Avoid placing window air-conditioners on the sunny side 
of the house. The excess heat can strain the compressor and 
cause the unit to work harder. Shade central air-conditioner 
compressors with large shrubs or trellises.

Consider keeping storm windows on during the summer 
since they can provide a savings on air-conditioning bills and 
help maintain interior comfort levels.

Right at the present time 
he has some remarkable 
species. Take his Deep 
Winter Squash. The vine is 
very much like our variety, 
however, it is much larger in 
height and size with the 
leaves somewhat larger, but 
still resemble a squash leaf. 
The squash is yellow-golden 
color and is shaped like a 
long watermelon. Some 
when fully grown will weigh 
150 Ibs. 

They are for human or 
animal consumption. The 
texture of the squash re- 
sembles that of a sweet 
potato. They too can be 
used or served as many ways 
as sweet-potatoes, 

Another thing that's out- 
Standing is the Pimento 
pepper. They are of unusual 
height with huge peppers 
hanging on bending limbs. 

These are just two of the 
rare or extraordinary types of 
plants not commonly grown 
in our local. It takes a person 
with a ‘‘want to'’, plus a lot 
of ingenuity, patience and a 
willing attitude like Albert's 
to remember that command 
that God gave man concern- 
ing the garden in Eden. His 
hobby is most productive.

The Squeeze 


It is easy to see the profit 
squeeze in farming today. It 
is illustrated by the propor- 
tion that farm production 
expenses take of cash re- 
ce! a from marketings. Until 
1976 average farm produc- 
tion expenses in this county 
took percent or less of 
cash receipts. Since 1976 it 
has required 90 percent or 
more of cash receipts to 
cover production expenses. 
This is an average for the 
United States. Sometimes in 
this area sales are not e- 
nough to cover expenses. 


The squeeze has led to 
expansion of farm production 
on individual farms through 
added acreages. Land prices 
have increased. Potential 
purchases of farm land by 
farmers include those with 
income from non-farm 
sources. A lot of times these 
individuals can out bid those 
with income from farm 
sources only. Upward price 
pressure is created on farm 
land. 


The last two or three 
years interest expenses have 
increased greatly. But there 


are many other production 
costs which continue to go 


up. So the squeeze remains. 


Interesting Facts

Anyone who can discipline 
himself to make the invest- 
ment and then take care of 
those cows 24 hours a day, 7 
days a week deserves a lot of 
credit. I hope that a lot of our 
people will take year round 
advantage of the excellent 
buys available in milk pro- 
duced here in this county
